Subdivision builders will be 
required to landscape the proj 
ect site, and the cost will be 
born in the total home cost 
R everse Frontage 
The 
form er 
requirem ent 
of 
reverse frontage on new subdi 
vision homes will now be judged 
on an individual, 
or 
optional 
basis. T h i s m eans each new 
subdivision will be judged indi 
vidually as to the desirability 
of having reverse frontage or 
not. 
R everse frontage is a term 
used to describe the new trend 
in building hom es with the rea r 
facing the m ajo r street, and off 
street roads connecting with the 
m ajor road arteries, according 
to supervisor William Macken 
sen Jr. 
Thus, a new home would sit 
facing aw ay 
from 
the 
m ajor 
road and a drive would con­ 
nect with the subdivision’s own 
streets, which in turn would tie- 
in with the m ajor road.
